REMARKS 

Claims 47-80 are pending in the present application. Applicants note that the PTOL-326 
form incorrectly indicates that the pending claims are 47-66, although the Examiner correctly 
refers to claims 47-80 in the Office Action. All of the claims have been rejected under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
various claims of copending Application Nos. 10/813,566 and 10/812,853 and US Patent No. 
6,549,071.
